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DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 02 
September 2005 has been entered. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 21 - 28 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. i 02(e) as being anticipated by 
Matsunaga (U.S. Patent 5,907,115). 

Regarding Claims 21, 23, 25 and 27, Matsunaga discloses: 

An audio processing and image generating apparatus (Fig. 1) comprising: 
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means for analyzing an audio signal supplied from a recording medium storing 
said audio signal or via a communications link (i.e. a well known device for storing and 
reading a MIDI file containing music data; col. 3 line 67 and col. 4 lines 1 - 5); and 

means for generating an image based on a result of said analysis of said audio 
signal (i.e. the guide controller drives the guide display device based on the play data 
that is supplied by the MIDI device; col. 4 lines 5-10), 

wherein said image indicates the timeing for an operator to manipulate a 
predetermined control member selected from a plurality of control members of a 
controller (i.e. the guide display device indicates a plurality of indicators that correspond 
to keys on a piano keyboard; col. 3 lines 63 - 67); 

wherein the analyzing the audio signal the and the generating the image are 
performed in parallel with a display process (i.e. the MIDI device generates play data in 
real time ; col. 3 lines 63 - 67 and col. 4 line 4; and the MIDI sequencer supplies play 
data that drives the guid display device and outputs to the electronic musical instrument 
unit play data to be generated; col. 4 lines 5-13). 

Regarding Claims 22, 24, 26 and 28, in addition to the elements stated above 
regarding claims 21 23, 25 and 27, Matsunaga further discloses: 

wherein said timing to manipulate the predetermined control member is timing 
according to music based on said audio signal (i.e. the guide display device indicates a 
plurality of indicators that correspond to keys on a piano keyboard; col. 3 lines 63 - 67).
